As counsel designated for the defense of Louis Nebel, 
also known as Leo Kohler, I am taking the liberty of addressing 
the Legation for the following reason. 

Louis Nebel is charged with participation in the murder 
of Pastor KaJ Munk and the attempted murder of Editor Chr. Damm. 
He claims that at the time these crimes were committed (the 
beginning of 1944) he was employed in the Secret Service, and 
maintains that the correctness of this claim can be confirmed 
by the persons named below:
